1994 may be a very busy 
»year in the tropics. Hurricane 
forecasters from around the 
country all think that this hur- 
ricane season will be much 
more active than last year. 

1993 was an unusual year, 
for hurricanes. Eight tropical 
storms formed last year with 
four maturiag into hurricanes. 
That's below the annual aver- 
age of 10 tropical storms and 
six hurricanes, This year may 
be different. In fact, the 
remainder of this decade may 
see a return of more active 
tropical seasons. 

Dr. William Gray of 
Colorado State University has 
been predicting for the last 
three years that the east coast 
of Florida will experience fre- 
quent hurricanes and more 
intense hurricanes during the 
1990s. In addition, hurricane 
forecasters in Texas and 
California all think 1994 will 
be an active year in the tropics, 
Even the Old Farmer's 
Almanac is predicting more 
storms this year. 

Hurricane forecasters look 
at several factors around the 
world as they ready their pre-* 
dictions. Two of the most reli- 
able are the El Nino and rain- 
fall in the Sahel region of West 
Africa. 

The El Nino is a strange 
warming of the Pacific waters 
that takes place off the coast of

*The winds in the high 
atmosphere near the tops of 
the hurricane are stronger in 
an El Nino year, stronger from 
the west," said Kerry Emanuel, 
a tropical meteorologist at 
MIT. *We know that wind 
shear, that is the difference 
between the winds up high and 
the winds down low, is very 
detrimental to the formation of 
hurricanes. Too much wind 
shear and a hurricane won't 
form." 

Last.year the El Nino was 
very strong which, forecasters 
believe contributed to the 
reduction in hurricanes, partic- 
ularly strong storms. Only 
Emily was categorized as a 
major hurricane in 1993. 

This year the El Nino has 
weakened considerably. If that 
trend continues, hurricane 
forecasters say we'll not only 
see more hurricanes this year 
but more powerful storms as 
well. 

*Hurricane activity during 
the last three seasons has

warm water conditions,” said 
Dr. William Gray of Colorado 
State University. 
"Temperatures this year are 
quite low, consequently, hurri- 
cane activity should be high- 
er.” 
The other factor hurricane 
forecasters to predict 
strom activity is rainfall in the 
Sahel region of West Africa. 
Researchers have discovered 
that when it rains in the 
Sahel, hurricane activity 
increases. On the other hand, 
when it is dry in Africa the 
number of hurricanes are 
much lower. 

*It is the general circulation 
features around the globe that 
make it rain in West Africa," 
said Dr. Gray. "The same fea- 
tures that are conducive to 
increase storms." For the past 
three decades the region of 
Africa has suffered a pro- 
nounced drought. There are 
indications that the drought is 
ending. 

“Rainfall amounts should be 
higher this summer than have 
occured during most of the 
last 25 years," said Dr. Gray. 
“If that is true, hurricane 
activity should be enhanced.” 

The experts all agree that 
1994 may be an active year for 
hurricanes. It doesn’t really 
matter, howevergof they're 
correct because it only takes 
one storm hitting us to make 
it an active year.
